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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
was found which teaches or suggests a nucleotide sequence encoding a polypeptide 
having extragenic suppressor activity, wherein the amino acid sequence of the 
polypeptide and the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 14 have at least 80% 
homology. The closest prior art, which has already been made of record, is that of 
Martino-Catt et al. (WO 99/05298). Martino-Catt teaches genes controlling phytate 
metabolism in plants and uses thereof, but do not disclose 80% or greater homology to 
SEQ ID NO: 14.
